NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Hun. Jas. A. Johnson, Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor, addressed a large 
and enthusiastic meeting a t Shu Bernardino 
last night. 
Major Fiank Ganubl spoke at San Gabriel 
last night. 
The body of ono of the b a lionists who went 
up In Chicago some time ago has been found. 
C. 
P. H untington, Vice-President of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, who with 
his family has been on u visit of some days in 
this city, leaves to-day for San Francisco. 
Our latest dispatches say that Edwin Booth, 
the actor, who was thrown from his ho^se in 
New York yesterday, is not seriously injured. 
John B. Weller, ex-Governor of California, 
died in New Orleans yesterday of smal 1-pox. 
The Pennsylvania people propose to enter 
Into the Gubernatorial campaign, and are ar­ 
ranging the ticket for the election. 
Prof. Joel Parker, ttie eminent jurist, died at 
Cambridge last evening, aged 80 years. 


Our Republican friends boast that 
there will be no Independent party In 
this county next year. They say they 
have nominated an Independent tick­ 
et made up of Republicans who, if 
they are elected, will sever their alle­ 
giance to the Independents and avow 
themselves the supporters of the Ad­ 
ministration. This would be a good 
joke if it could.be carried out, but per­ 
haps the Independents will not elect 
those Republicans. 


The New Elaine. 


The new Elaine is out. 
B id w e l l 
takes the place of the girl who died of 
disappointment. Under his head is a 
barrel of B o o t h ’s Suits whiskey aud 
his feet rests on a keg of Chico spring 
water. Trailing in the water is a 
grape vine with the root end in the old 
man’s hand, while on the sail of the 
craft is inscribed the words “ Local op­ 
tion.” On the cloth of gold which 
covers the body of Elaine—we mean 
B i d w e l l —is written “23,000 acres.” 
On the stearing oar is written “ Dolly 
Varden” —the 
name 
of 
the boat. 
B o o t h is playing the part of the 
“dumb old servitor” and to the remark 
of B id w e l l that the corpse is mighty 
dry, he answers “chew the grape root 
and don’t disturb me while I am study­ 
ing my next speed).” On a low bank 
stand G o r h a m and S a r g e n t while 
near them kneeling and holding the 
painter of a small boat is B il l y C a r r . 
The little craft has but one oaf on 
which is painted “Subsidy.” G o r iia m 
pointing to the craft of Elain says “that 
cargo is fifty per cent below proof.” 
B il l y C a r r appeals to G o r iia m and 
S a r g e n t with “ Why dont you get on 
board; we all belong in the same 
boat?” to which S a r g e n t responds 
“ W ait a moment, B il l y , we must 
yield precedence to the corpse, you 
know.” The portraits arc all excel­ 
lent and would be recognized at a 
glance by any one acquainted with the 
parties. The picture is a good hit and 
will be appreciated by the lovers of a 
good thing no matter to what party 
they belong. 


The Political Outlook. 


The Great Register of Los 
Ange­ 
les county now foots up nearly eight 
thousand names. Judging from the 
number daily added to the list, we 
estimate that on election day the reg­ 
istered voters of this county will num­ 
ber fully eight thousand. Of course 
a great many names on the Register 
are not those of actual voters; many 
have died and many have gone else­ 
where and neglected to take transfers, 
but it is estimated in the Clerk’s of­ 
fice at least six thousand votes will be 
polled in the election, which takes 
place on the first of September. How 
these votes will be divided and for 
whom cast is the problem which is 
just now puzzling the different candi­ 
dates for office. The vote on the State 
ticket of the different parties may be 
easily approximated. Of course men 
of different political views reach dif­ 
ferent conclusions, yet it seems to he 
generally conceded that the Demo­ 
cratic State ticket will have from three 
to five hundred majority in this coun­ 
ty. The Independents claim a major­ 
ity for B id w e l l over P h e l p s , and the 
Republicans are confident that P h e l p s 
will poll more votes than B id w e l l . 
Had the election taken place two weeks 
ago, B id w e l l would have come out 
second in the race and P h e l p s third, 
but a reaction in favor of P h e l p s is 
noticeable all over the county aud if 
it continues until election day our 
opinion is that P h e l p s will lead B i d - 


w e l l by one or two hundred votes. 
For Congress this county will proba­ 
bly give W ig o in t o n from six to eight 
hundred majority. The action of the 
Republicans 
on Congressmen 
lias 
caused great dissatisfaction among the 
Independents. General H o w a r d and 
Colonel W a r n e r both of whom were 
candidate before 
the Independent 
Congressional convention have taken 
the stump against Judge T h o m p s o n , 
their successful competitor, aud avow­ 
ed themselves supporters or H o u g h ­ 


t o n . This is attributed to Republican 
influence aud has caused many Inde­ 
pendents who knowing that their can­ 
didates had no prospect of election in­ 
tended to support H o u g h t o n , to avow 
their determination to support Mr. 
W ig o in t o n . The attack of two lead­ 
ing Independents—two defeated can­ 


didates—on Judge T h o m p s o n during 
his absence from the city is generally 
regarded as unfair and in bad taste. 
The Republican chieftaius, State gua- 
ger B r i e r i.y and General B r u t o n 
captured the Independent county con­ 
vention and nominated an almost 
straight out Republican ticket made 
up for the most paft of iiftli rul^ men 
and this has driven hundreds who in­ 
tended to vote the Imiependeut ticket 
from the ranks of that organization 
to the Democracy. The Democratic 
county ticket is composed of first class 
citizens—gentlemen who are popular 
with the people and in whose honesty 
and capability all have confidence. 
Judging from letters we are receiving 
from all parts o fthe county, we are al­ 
most confident that the entire Demo­ 
cratic county ticket will be elected by 
majorities ranging from one hundred 
and fifty to three hundred. 


A Desperate Cause. 


The weakness of H o u g h t o n ’s cause 
is evidenced by arguments advanced 
in favor of his re-election, by that gift­ 
ed exponent of Radicalism, Governor 
W o o d s. The latter gentleman in his 
address here on Saturday night urged 
incoucluding “ that H o u g h t o n should 
be supported c’be«ause of his thorough 
knowledge of Congressional rules and 
would make an active member from 
the day he took his seat.” It may 
with equal consistency be said that 
Lord B a c o n should have been spared; 
that his offences should have been 
forgotten—overlooked by the English 
government because he was an able 
Judge. It may as well be argued that 
the defaulter, M il l e r should be re­ 
instated by 
the Western Develop­ 
ment company, notwithstanding bis 
enormous defalcations, because he was 
an able Secretary and had a keen eye 
for business. W hat matters it to the 
people of this Congressional district, 
how well H ó u g h t o n is posted in the 
workings of Congressional machinery 
if he does not apply that knowledge 
to their benefits. W hat difference does 
it make to them how well he knows 
the ropes if he uses that knowledge 
against them and their interests? He 
does seem to have been well enough 
acquainted with tricks and dodges to 
come very near stealing a march on 
the people of this county, 
which 
would have deprived them of direct 
railroad communication 
with 
San 
Francisco and sent the Southern Pa­ 
cific sixty miles East of this city. 
When a Congressman is untrue to his 
constituents; when he refuses to rep­ 
resent their honest sentiments; the 
better acquainted he is with the rou­ 
tine of Congressional business, 
the 
more dangerous he is. The more in- 
fience a bad man has in a Legislative 
body by reason of his power to Inaug­ 
urate new measures, set In 
motion 
new ideas, through his superior knowl­ 
edge of Parliamentary rules, the more 
evil he can accomplish. Mr. H o u g h ­ 


t o n was false to us during his last term 
in Congress; lie was false to humanity 
when, with an insignificant Republi­ 
can minority headvocated the Amend­ 
ments to the Civil Rights Bill. He 
was false 
to this nation when lie 
was an inflationist; when lie became 
a salary grabber and when he sup­ 
ported the Administration in all its 
schemes to oppress the South and keep 
alive the old war spirit in the breasts 
of the American people. 
By his record 
he stands convicted; by his record 
shall the people of this district judge 
of his capability to represent them. 
The evidence is all in; the jury willre- 
turn its verdict on the 1st of Septem­ 
ber, and as that jury is an intelligent 
one, composed of men alive to their 
own interests and the interests of this 
entire district, we have no fears as to 
what the verdict will be.

The Public School of La B a llo n a . 
[Translated from La Crónica.] 
The examination of Mr. Saxon’s 
school at the Ballona on Wednesday, 
Aug. lltli, gave perfect satisfaction to 
all present. The children gave proof, 
in spite of their embarrassment, which 
the little ones always feel in public 
exhibitions, of the care and talent of 
Mr. Saxon as an educator, and the as­ 
sistance which the parents have rend­ 
ered him by sending their children 
regularly to school. It is quite evi­ 
dent that the people appreciate the 
good intentions of Mr. Saxon as a 
teacher where it is known that the 
school has increased from 25 the form­ 
er number to 49 the present number in 
attendance; and us the number is in­ 
creasing daily, it will not be long ’ere 
an assistant teacher will be needed 
and employed. We congratulate our­ 
selves on the result as it demonstrates 
most emphatically that the reproach 
which has so long been hurled at our 
Spanish-Ameriean population, that, 
while they are too poor to send to our 
private institutions of learning, onr 
public school advantages are lost upon 
them, and that it is worse than useless 
to ask them to send their children to 
“the public schools.” To this unjust 
aspersion, we invite a candid investi­ 
gation of Mr. Saxon’s school at the 
Ballona, composed almost exclusively 
of children of Spanish parentage, and 
the unprejudiced will at once bo con­ 
vinced, that the Spanish-Ameriean 
population but ask that a teacher when 
lie comes among them should come as 
a friend, not as an adventurer in order 
to make a little money, and then 
leave them, but as one who would ex­ 
ercise the prerogatives of his profes­ 
sion, correct them when they err and 
be, in a word, a tender father to the 
youngsters. Should lie act so, he 
would find, as Mr. Saxon lias found, 
that the doors of their houses are al­ 
ways open to him, thatthere is always 
at their tables a spare cover if he is 
disposed to accept of their hospitality, 
that their children will be sent to his 
school, that the four boards of which 
this is built will form an edifice as de­ 
cent as any in the county, and that 
furniture and other accessories will lie 
of the best kind to be found in any 
first class school. Ami if he should 
ever he forced to abandon or leave 
them, he will take away with him the 
gratitude of the parents, the love of 
the children and the sweet remember- 
auce of having done hisduty as teach­ 
er of a school among the Spanish- 
Americans. We will add that when 
Mr. Saxon took charge of tlie Ballona 
School it was classified as Third Grade 
and it is now classified as First Grade, 
according to the studies prescribed by 
the laws of til is State.

The motto of Mr. Saxon is “ Welcome” 
and well does lie know how to observe 
it to tiie letter.

Kditob D ekalb: The counly of Los Ange­ 
les contains about 1,01X1,000 acres of land upon 
which (here Is at present no water whatever, 
or a supply wholly lnadmiuatc lor agricultural 
purposes. When I say there Is no water upon 
these lands, I mean so far as present nppear- 
unces Indicate, but I propose to show that na­ 
ture has already supplied a reservoir of as­ 
tounding magnitude and absolutely inex- 
hausible. There is belonging to all these 
coast lands a supply of the life-giving fluid 
which but few of our people dream of, and 
which can bo placed on the highest mesa 
lands as readily as upon the lowest valleys. 
Nature has not bestowed such wonderful 
lands without supplying the necessary moist­ 
ure to m ake them productive. If we are de­ 
nied the genial showers from aliove, we are 
granted an ocean of fresh water below us, an 
ocean that will rise at our bidding. In five 
years from to-day, 1 believe there will be no 
such thing known in Southern California as 
water rights and privileges. This proposition 
is startling, hut may nevertheless be true. 
There arc good grounds upon which to base 
the broad proposition thatthere is not in all 
this county a single acre of land on which a 
(lowing artesian well cannot he secured. 
There arc now something like 200 artesian 
wells in Los Angeles, the water In these being 
obtained at the least depth ever known. 
These cover an irregular area from Artesla to 
the sea near Anaheim, and extend seros» the 
railroad below Los Angeles nearly to the 
Centinela runcho. These are upon the pri­ 
m ary or upper artesian belt and secure the 
Hoods of a very limited water-shed. The Sun 
Gabriel and one or two other streams which 
disembogue in the Han Gabriel Valley are 
merely the waste waters of a small gulch on 
the edge of the ranges which rise higher and 
higher towards the Interior. 
Those streams 
sink into tiie earth, but they strike ail arte­ 
sian formation—that is,an impenetrable rock 
or clay and course along this strata to the sea. 
Now this artesian struta is nearer tliun any 
ever discovered to the surface. 
It tends up 
so near the surface at El Monto as to render 
Irrigation unnecessary, and Anally throws the 
water to the surface in places. 
It has been said this little artesian strata, 
though capable of irrigating a vast quantity 
of land, receives tlie waters of a very small 
shed. There is adceper strata, and one which 
probably underlies nil this section. This will 
appear from consideration of the following 
points: 
W herever water sinks into the earth, there 
m ust be some subterranean outlet to the sea. 
It required very little knowledge of geology 
to inter Die existence of the primary artesian 
belt in tills counly from the sinking of tiie 
streams. Now, the vast interior basin to the 
East of us, extending for hundreds of miles, 
lias no surface outlet for the immense quan­ 
tity of «valor that must fall upon it, nnd thero 
are no Interior lakes in which it concentrates 
to be carried off by evaporation. Beyond u 
doubt, these waters sink to an artesian strata 
and And their way under our feet to the Paci­ 
fic Ocean. This strata is lower than the pri­ 
mary one and has a fountain-head elevated 
from two to four thousund feet above tho level 
of the sea. At what deptli that strata may 
be located, of course, theory cannot- decide 
positively; but such is the geological forma­ 
tion that it can scarcely be much greater than 
1,000 leet, and may bo !e»s. Indeed, it may bo 
alm ost directly inidornenth the primary 
strata; for the well diggers here, I believe, 
have found thus fur that the force of tho flow 
lias increased rapidly with Die deptli of the 
boring. 
But If it should lie to the depth of 2,000 feet 
or more, tlie waters are within reach at a cost 
that, the productiveness of the land will war­ 
rant. It must be borne in mind that all the 
great artesian wells of the world where sur- 
lace drainage exists have bean bored to an 
immense deptli. 
Indeed, until proven in 
California, the geologist would have laughed 
at the Idea of an urtcsiun well one or two 
hundred feet deep; but geology is yet in its 
Infancy, and man must necessarily know but 
little of the subterranean secret till lie bus 
perpetrated into the bowels of the earth with 
auger and drill. The ploughshare ol ruin 
that has furrowed the earth has played some 
strange pranks, but lias withal been more 
lavish In bestowing blessings upon man on 
tlie.se shores than elsewhere on the globe. 
Ail clement also enters into the cost of con­ 
structing these wells that needs cvnsidera- 
tlon. If this lower artesian strata be deep In 
t he earth, It 1ms a fountain-head up in tho 
ciouds, and therefore will throw tlie water 
hundreds of feet in Die air, even on our mesa 
lands, should this be the case, a power is 
generated which will compensate the work of 
boring. Let the mlll-owner calculate what 
would he Die value of a six-inch stream, 
thrown 250 feet high, to descend on his tur­ 
bine wheel. 
These are the speculat ions of science. They 
will have to be verified by the capitalist. 
Should they prove correct, what a brilliant 
fa lure opens before the people of our section!
